"Tbi-' slatcnient was mjide the Istvls for a 
reeoninuMii lilt ion that suitable provision lie 
matie to avoid th<> instvAity of dmwiiiK upm 
next year's n vcniK". to iiioct the olilit;atinna 
of this. No such provisii'!' was made, and 
the rettult has U<cn what was then ix'int-**! 
out. Tlu' reteipts from nil soinctw for the 
general revenue fund of this year will lio 
about t'.i.'-tNMXW. Of this ui'ii.nint alsjut 
f.'iOO.OOl) will have lieen esisMiihsl prior to 
Febnuiry l.">, Ifow, leaving the net amount 
of $'.^,.'j(»,iMK.i uvailable for genrrul piiriKiwvt 
To the extent your appropriations from the 
general revenue fund may exceed this sum, 
it will be neuesHary for yuu to make s|>ecial 
provlKiou or compel auticipatiuu again of 
next year's revenues at the end of this. Tlie 
habit of anticipating revenues, although 
authMiaed by law, is a InuI one that should 
ba avoided. Wa are able to meet all da> 
manda as they arine, and each year should 
I>ay its own debts. The falling iH'hiiul uf 
the state tiiiau<>ially haa been chiefly due to 
the fact that uxpenars have been necessarily 
and contiimally inoreaaing, while our rev- 
enues have remained Kubstantially the aame. 
And what has been tine as to an incruaae of 
UabilitieK to l>c paid out of the general rev- 
•noa fund haa aiao been true aa to tbe sink- 
ing fluid The amount of tbe public debt, 
payable out of it waa for but «:(.'>U,OUO; 
whUefor |!S.>«Jit waa ty75,006 and for 1«W7 
tOOO,OUO aud for \>m it will ba $«l)0,UUU. But 
for 18W and for each year thereafter, the 
amount will be but |Ri5i),(XW. On thia ac- 
count, and iHM ause of the reduction of in- 
terest, the liabilities of the sinking fund 
for ISW will nut exceed tha sum of about 
$000,000. But for tha present year Ita iv- 
cei|)ta will ba htsuOlcient to pay its liabilities 
by tha amount of about •100,000. 

"This will make it naocanry to refund at 
least tliat amount of 4 per oant bonds ma- 
taring July 1, l!«(i Bat inasmuch aa you 
cannot pay in full tha|HOQ,000 maturing next 
July and must refund aa to a part, it ia reiv 
omineiuled tiiat yuu pay only ons half and 
that y<ju refund tha balanoh We ara dain»; 
wall enough adtan wa ara paying all oor cui - 
reutaxpeuass and diaohargiug our bonded 
daU at ttia rata of 1800,000 psr annum. By 
this moans yoa will provide a surplus of aboat 
8d00,00tt for tha rinUng fund from thto yaar's 
receipts, wbieb can be applied to Ha UaUHtiea 
for next y<«r, thua leaving bat aboot $400,- 
OUO to be misad f or that fund to meet all itn 
liabilities for 1880L Tw»4antha of one mill 
will ba a aaflolMC rata for this punioHc. 
Banoa yoa ogn safely reduce the present rate 
of flTa-ta4m of ana mill for the slnkiuK fund 
to two-tanths of one mill, and add the three- 
tenths of ona mill, so taken from tlie sinking 
fund rate, t(ktlM rata for tiia general revanua 
fund, aadarlth strict aconomy thus ahnoat, if 
BOlfatakproTldaforaQ defkiencies. If tbe 
ooBwa aira lad loa t o d ba pprsuad, it will save 
tha necasstty of either bonrowlag or iaorsas 
ing the rate of taxation.

"Ill former nie-^sa;;es I bare callol iitteniion 
at lont;th Va the necejisit^' of a revision of our 
tax laws. However just and jxTte' t Uiey 
may be in tlieory, Uie fact iviiuun.s |iHt.«nr Ui 
all that griMs iuoijiuilities fxLst iu the valua- 
tion of pro|>'rty for taxation uid tliut ]«>r- 
aoltol projierty to the extent of hundreds of 
millioiiH of d'>llurs in value <«<cap<\s ta.xntion 
entirely. The iu>xt decennial apjiraiMMiieiit 
of real .vslatc i>, now so near at hand tlmt it is 
better, |«'i hii|is, to wait until then to l oritn'l 
the ini«(iuihl.'i'/4 in the t<iiatii>ii of realty. 
But there sitouhl be do delay in pruviding 
for the taxation, aa heretofore reoommendeil, 
of foreign curjioratians on their groan re- 
ceipts, or in stNoe aquivalant way, tba bat- 
ter listing of mortgages and other seouritiaa, 
and the mora aqnilabla tasia( of pitrata 



for you to deal with 'it Mtisfacturily, axoepa 
through a ctrumiittee appolatad by oikI from 
yoor body, or an Indmendsnt commission 
aothoriaed by you, to gfva spadal study and 
attsntiaa to the luhjei^ RhooU a ooouBla- 
rim ba appointed to oouider tbe aubjaet, tha 
wiona ladaalriea of the state diouki ba not- 
ably npreaanted uixtn it.

The <ilij<s t of this li>Ki'-lation was 
the lietter pnit*^ !!!^! of soi-iety from Uic 
evils uf iiiteiiip«'riiiice, an<i to com|x>l the 
traflSc, in furthi ram-*' of this piiriK»so, to 
ahan' the I'lirileiL'- of jruM rnnMuit ItH most 
iniiMirtjuit featiiTih are jiciieniUy tli<»ie of 
taxation iiikI hxal ojition iirohilutioii. To 
the exU'iit the law i^ appli<'alili',.it to 
each <-<iniiiiuiiity tlH< privilei^i; o( deiUiu^ 
with it Htt it nuiy desire. It is a pru<-tical 
iiuMifure. virtually enforcing it-^-lf so for its 
tojcatioii is conctTiesI, and cnjialile of en- 
forcement where iiiaile iiiiplicahU' as a pro- 
hiliitiiry law, since in all siii h c<i>»n thel'" 
must tie the rts|uisitc puhlii' ■uaitinient.
